Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Allum (U.S 
Patent No 5,919,149). 

In reference to claim 1, Allum discloses a method for interaction of an image with full 
body movement, the method comprising the steps of: 

providing an image to a person with a movement disorder (col. 6, lines 1-7) from a 
display device (84) mounted on said person's body (32) in Fig. 2.; 

receiving signals related to voluntary and involuntary movements of said person, (col. 8, 
lines 26-47) said signals received by a receiving device (sensor 12) mounted on said person's 
body (32); 

adapting said image with a processor (14) (col. 7, lines 1-8)) mounted on said person's 
body according to said received signals (col. 8, lines 8-11); and 

providing said adapted image to said person on said display device, wherein said adapted 
images enable said person to adjust said body movement (col. 12, lines 37-42). 

In reference to claim 2, Allum the steps are performed repeatedly so as to provide 
continuous interaction of said image with said body movement (see Fig. 6, col. 15, lines 30 - col 
16, lines 10). 
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In reference to claim 3, Allum discloses the interaction includes therapy (rehabilitator 
tool ; col. 3, lines 55-63) 

In reference to claim 4, Allum , wherein said interaction includes assistance (col. 4, lines 

53-57).
